A New Departure lu Passenger Boats. 



Tlio vossol that is oxcitinfr wide in- 

torosl. ftlllfuig thn L-Oliy I-ih'U'.i Soi!!>d 

Bteamboaluien is the now largo aido- 
wheoler for tLo Now Yotk auil I'rovi- 
deace line. This steamer is built of 
wood, and is 905 foot lonir over all, 42 
Xeot boiiiu, and IG foot in depth. 

But tho groat attraction, the novol 
foaturo about the new craft, is tho on- 
pluo, which is an oxporintout iioro. It 
18 the first of its typo that ovur was 
built in this country, being tiusi^Miii^.i 
as an oscillating, compound surfaco, 
coudensinc;, direct acting siduwlieel on- 

fine. This typo of engine has always 
oon"u3od by tho sldewho'ol stoaniors 
in England, and it lias many advantages 
over the boaui ongino tliat is so com- 
mon to American steamboats. Tlio os- 
olllating engine occupies loss room, and 
the. weight of tho maohiuery is carried 
much lower down than that of tho 
beam eiisrino. whioh adds immousoly to 
thovossm's stability. The Roaches are 
furnishing the machiuory, and thoro 
are to be eight tubular boilers capable 
of suatuiuing eighty pounds pressure. 
Tho ouginoa consist of ono set of oscil- 
lating cylinders, the low pressure one 
being soventy-oight inches in diameter, 
and tho high pressure forty-two incliea, 
with ton foot six inches stroke of pi.s- 
tOD. The ulrok:^'ivlso cvcitos muoli cum- 
mea£'owin^ to its length. — 
As can bo soon "by professional men, 
the feature ot tho stroke of tho engine 
is strictly American, l)uing so nuicli 
longer tliau llio IviglisU stri)k(i, whioli 
would be about six foot. Tho long 
Stroke has always boon luucli fav- 
ored by Amorican marine ongiuoors, 
who oikim for it a higher degree of 
economy than tho short stroke eu<'ine 
can produce. This departure will bo 
watched with mucli interest by many ox- 
ports in. engine economy, sonioof whom 
assert tliat so: long a stroke for this 
type of engine is incompatiLilo with a 
practicaL'efficipucy. The steamer will 
JiaYe''feat%ering paddle wheels, and Is 
oxpucteil to bo fast with a limited cou- 
Bumption of coal. She will begin run- 
ning this fall. Hor cost 'is placed at 
1260, OO P.

Had the 
rain held off, and some of the delightful 
weather,- which we claim as our duo at 
this Beaaoh,' been granted, thb 'nttondanco 
would probably have buen duublo wliat it 
was. Novortholeaa, the people showed 
their interest in the affair by turning out 
in large numbers to inspect the country's 
exhibits in spite of the inclement weather. 
On Friday, the opening day, about 800 
visitors entered the grounds, with 1)00 
more iu the evening; and yesterday it ia 
calculated that about 1,'100 pursotia visit- 
ed the exhibition during the afternoon 
and evening. Considoriiig the rain, this 
is not a bad showing. The general opin- 
ion is that the show was the best that has 
yet been held. The accommodations for 
exhibits offered by the now grounds and 
buildings are superior to anything in the 
paat, and on future occaaioiis will curtiiin- 
ly be oven bettor appreciated. Comfort- 
able quarters are provided for live stock, 
while the course near by offers opportuni- 
ty for the inevitable horse, races, without 
which !tnanyA j^ould ' Gonwder a show in- 
complete. The building, which was raised 
after much tribulation, is all tliat could 
he wished. Though nut an olaborato or 
costly structure, it proseiita a creditable 
appearance, and ia commodious, conven- 
ient and sullicioutly strong, the floors be- 
ing firm, the staircases securoly built, and 
the< galleries thoroughly su[)ported. Tim 
spaciousness of the building ia thoroughly 
appreciatad after the oontiiied (luartera 
the public have hitherto boon obliged to 
put up with. The lower lloor oll'en apaco 
for the exhibition uf thu lart^or and heav- 
ier articles of manufacture. Furniture, 
wagons and carriages, pianos and organa, 
stones, marbles, oils and soap were tlio 
principal exhibit« on the main lloor, and 
although tlio display was a very good ouo, 
wo hope that next year will see a greater 
numburof our indualriea and manufactures 
represented. In the galleries, lighter and 
more delicate articles were exhibited, and 
this part of the buildinn seemed to bo tho 
favorite promenade. The building is 
eminently adapted, in every respect, for 
the purposes of bucIi an exhibition, and 
when the time cornea round for the next 
show, two years' improvement and ad- 
yancement in every branch of agriculture 
and manufacture should enable ua to give 
an exhibition that could not he surpassed 
on the coast. Tlio purposu of these ex- 
hibitions is to encourage the development 
of the country, and certainly this year's 
exhibits show great strides in every direc- 
tion.

Tho ateanior Princess Louise arrive' 
from tho north at 4 o'clock yesterday uftor- 
noon. She left Fort Simpson laat Satur- 
day morning, calling at Skuouu and all 
the principal ports on the way. 

THE MINES. 

The news from Lome creek is moat en- 
couraging 08 far ns the miners are oun- 
cerned, but the Indiana are still in a dis- 
turbed state and a serious outbreak was 
expected at any moment. 

Before the steamer left Skeena Mrs. 
Hankiiis arrived from tho forks of that 
river and reported that the Indians had 
threatened the white people there. 

Eeports from Metlakahtia are anything 
but bright. The Indians there prevented 
Oapt. Sherbourne from surveying a piece 
of land on which a mission church was to 
have been built for Bishop Bidley, and 
say if further steps are taken in that di- 
rection they will use violence. 

The trip was a very pleasant ono until 
the Gulf of Georgia was reached, when a 
strong head wiiui was etic-iuntored. ■ The 
Louiso brought down 8,206 cases of sal- 
naon and a few passengers.

The schooners Otter, Oapt. W. Little- 
john, Alexander, Cupt. C. F. Colsan, and 
San Diogo, Capt. Kithcart, arrived this 
morning from tho far north with a firat- 
claaa catch of furs. The Otter had secured 
500 seal and 105 sea otter akins; tho 
Alexander about 1,300 seals and S7 aea 
otters, and the San Diego about 800 seals. 

There wiis no mishaps on board any of 
tho vessels and tho general health haa 
been gosd, considering that they have 
been away about ten months. 

The value of a sea otter skin in tlio 
market at present is aomething like $150, 
find the average price of aeal about $10, 
eo that the total catch of the three schoon- 
ers can be placed iit §45,800.

The 
accident was caused by the cutting of ono 
of the guy ropes by some unknown per- 
son. All aubaoquent attractions of the 
fair were declared oil. 

Di:n VF.it, Supt. 26.— Miss C. J. Wolton, 
a wealthy young lady of New York City, 
perished In a snow atorm last Tuesday 
night, "while descending Long's Peak. 
Ml.ia Weitun had boon -spending a season 
at C(d(irado Springs, visiting Pike'a Peak 
and other points of iiitereat. A few woeka 
ago she went to Estes Park, stopping at 
tiia hoteL Monday evening she walked 
over to the house of a guide named Lamb, 
living at tho foot of tho peak, and engaged 
a ami of iMr. Lamb, nineteen years of ago, 
to act as aguido in aaconding tiie peak tlio 
next morning. At o'clock 'J'ueaday 
morning alio left the house and safely as- 
coiided tho peak, but encountered a liorcc 
snow storm on tlio return, during which 
the lady becama completely chilled. 
Young Lamb assisted her in tho descent 
as beat ho could until about o'clock at 
night, when her atreugtli entirely failed; 
and he carried her for lialf a mile, wliou, 
finding hia own strength failing, ho told 
her that the only chance of saying either 
of their lives was for him to leave her 
and go to his father's house, seven miles 
distant, for aaaiataiice. Ho left her at 10 
o'clock and returned with asuistanco at 4 
o'clock Wudneaday morning, finding her 
frozen to <loatli. 'I'ho remains were taken 
t.) Longinunt, and will bo aont to Now 
York. Mias Weltoii was highly refined, 
a great lover of nature and very self- 
reliant. A boavy snow atorm prevails in 
tho mountains to-night. 

Nkw Y'ouk, Sept. '25.— The captain of tho 
steamer Lord of tho Isles, speaking ,of tho 
rescue ot .aOC persons, including the officers 
aiict-craw, Itom.. th* wreck. of the Freaoli 
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transport A^-yrou, says she went ashori on 
the roclts oB' Capo Giiardafui on the 21at of 
August, JL German ship the next day took 
ofif 350 invalids. Tho transport was iu a 
aiukiug condition when she spoke us on tho 
23rd of August. Wo took otl' all on board, 
aud the vessel was then set on tire.

Ho 
managed the oiigiiu' of the lloiiilor in her 
fight with tlio Jlorriinac, having to bo 
brought to tho dttek three times because of 
fainting iu tho olo.se atmosphere of tho eu- 
giuecr's room. Hi; was ignorant as to 
which way tho battle was going until the 
victory was won. Wbuii assistant ougineor 
of a frigate in the war, bo was publicly 
thanked by tho secretary of the navy for 
his heroic conduct during a lire ou the ship. 
When the crew wero incilined to abandon 
her, ho threatened to brain any man who 
tried to i)ass biui on tho gangway, whero be 
had stationed himself. .

Kndloss varieties of tho most luscious 
(ruit and beautiful llowers, with birds 
of gorgeous plumage mid gigantic but- 
terflies, delight the eye on every hand, 
(ar up on elevations where neither the 
winter's cold nor excessive heat is over 
known, and all nature teems with 
health, beauty and abundance. Even 
the low levels along the great rivers 
toem with endless wealth and invite a 
commerce' that has scarcely begun, 
lavo in a' few articles.

The se- 
cret of their skill lies in the fact that 
tlio target is so arraugeil tliat if tho 
ball strikes a space anywhere witliin 
six inches of tiio center it causes tlie 
boll to ring.

Specific directions with regard to 
diet ouglit never to bo given unless tho 
hereditary or acipiired bodily tenden- 
cies of the advised individual are 
known.

sedentary calling must, oven if in good 
health, take far more care of himself.

Late at night I drove with my cour- 
ier outside the city to the cemetery, St 
Pierre, to see the burial of three chol- 
era uatieuts whom I had observed in 
the Pharo Hospital in tlio afternoon. 
Tho route led through tliu poor quar- 
ter, and at every corner boii tiros wore 
bl.Tzing to jnirify the air. Tho whole 
population was sitting out on tho stops 
of teneuients or on cliuieli porches en- 
joying the hres and the currents of air 
created by thom. The country road 
beyond the barriers broui^lit us to tho 
gateu of tho eemotery, wliori tho jiolite 
concierge, wlio was politer still for 6f., 
1*1 us walking down a spacious road, 
lighted here and there by laateriis ly- 
ing on the ground, to a place just back 
from wliero wo had been and whore 
tho night's burials wore to take place. 
Soon Uie iirst of tho hearses appeared; 
then followed tlio others. After a brief 
burial service, intonoa by a pale young 
[iriost, who looked badly Kcai'od, throe 
boxes wore hurriedly lowonid into a 
trench eight foot deep by twenty feel 
long, and a goodly quantity of lime 
shoveled on top. It was a ghastly 
trench, and there was plenty of room 
tor more coffins. It was a weird and 
Baddening sight. There stood the 
blanch-facod priest intent on his holy 
calling, surrounded by a gang of 
swart bare-chested, brirraiidish-look- 
ing laborers, who bore tlio soiiibor cof- 
fins. For a background there stood 
the tall white houses. Tim dead still 
wore thoir tawdry trinkets, and tho 
whole was lighted up as in ii picture by 
R(!nibrandt by tho litfiil gliiru of tliroo 
lanterns. 'I'iioso gaping trenches were 
big enough to hold their thousands. A 
concierge siiowod me a burial permit 
Across ihe face of the document was 
written "Cliolera — urgent," and there 
was a requisition for some disinfectant. 
I wont back to tho central jiart of the 
city, and it was gay enough. Bands 
were playing and cafe liiiiips were 
t^leaiiiinir. Pooplo in throngs wore 
walking in tho .streets laughing mer- 
rily, anil many heads were poked out 
of tho windows. of 'theJiousea It was 
hard for me to believe that I had just 
visiteil the hospitals, and had witnessed
